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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to Applicant's argument (page 2) that 
"The Examiner admits that Hollingsworth "fails to teach the releasable fastening mechanism extending generally along said mouth and two 
sides" of the pocket. The Examiner then cites Yamamoto et al. as a teaching of the use of hook and loop pads or strips, instead of a zipper. 
However, since Hollingsworth already employs a hook and loop fastener in relation to the pocket, it is unclear how Yamamoto et al. helps to 
overcome the admitted shortfall of Hollingsworth. Thus, the Examiner has failed to establish a prima facie case for obviousness with 
respect to claim 1 , based upon Hollingsworth in view of Yamamoto et al.", Examiner respectfully points out that the teaching of 
Hollingsworth is used to teach equivalency that the hook and loop fastener and zippers are functional equivalents and so would perform 
equally well.
